An Order of the Lords and Commons 
Aſſembled in Parliament : 


For publiſhing the Ordinance of Sequeſtration 
of the King, Queene, and Princes Revenue. 


Hereas the Lordsand Commons aflem- 
bled in Parliament, upon the 21 day 
of this inſtant moneth of September, pailed an 
Ordinance for the {eizing and receiving of his 
Majeſties, the Queens, and Princes Revenue, 
for the ſervice of the King and Parliament, to- 
gether with all Arrears thereof, and other 
Debts any way due to his Majeſty,the Queen, 
or Prince, It 1s therefore this day Ordered by 
the ſaid Lords and Commons, That the ſaid 
Ordinance ſhall be forthwith publiſhed. in the 
ſeverali Counties, and all the Market Towns 
within the Realme of England, Dominion of 
Wales, and Port and Towne of Berwick, to the 
A 2 intent 
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intent that ail Farmers, p ee-Farmers, Tenants, 
Nebters, Receivers, and all the Officers and 
Pcrions whom it ſhall concemne, may take no- 
tice thereot, and conforme themſelves there- 
unto,and pay theirMoneys reſpectively to ſuch 
Perions and Receivers as are or ſhall be appoin- 
ted by vertue and according to the direCtion of 
the (aid Ordinance, and not to any other per- 
ſon whatſoever, as they will anfwer the con- 
trary at their perill. And it is further Ordered, 
That the Deputy-Lieutenants, and Commit- 
tees of Parliament, or any one of the ſaid De- 
puty-Lieutenants, or Committees in each ſeve- 
ral] County, City, or place within this Realme 
of England, Dominion of Wales, and Port or 
Towneot Berwick, are hereby authorized and 
required to cauſe the {ame to be publiſhed ac- 
cordingly.

An Order of the Lords and Commons 


For the Reſtraint of Paſſage from Oxford , or 


any other part of the Kings Army to London, or to 
the parts adjacent, or any part of the Army under 


Command of the Earle of Eſſex, both by Land 
and Water, upon the penalty expreſſed. 
Rdered by the Lords and Commons in 
Parliament aſſembled, That whatſoever 
A 3 perlon 
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perſon ſhall come from Oxford, or any part of 


the Kings Army to London, or the parts adja- 
cent, or to any partof the Army under the 
command of the Earl of Eſſex,or to any Fort or 
Court of Guard kept by the Authority of both 
Houſes of Parliament, without the Warrant of 
both Houſes of Parliament, or the Lord Ge- 
nerall the Earle of Eſſex, ſhall be apprehended 
as Spies and Intelligencers, and be proceeded 
againſt according to the Rules and Grounds of 
Warre. And it 1s further Ordered, That the 
like care be taken by Water, for the apprehen- 
ding of the perſons aforeſaid : And all Cap- 
tains of Guards, and Officers, andall other per- 
ſons, are required to be very diligent inappre- 
hending the ſaid perſons : And it is further Or- 
dered, That this Order be printed and publiſh- 
cd, and ſent to the ſeverall Courts of Guard, 
both by Water and Land.

Cranborn-Chace, or in any other of the Parks, 
Forreſts, Chaces,orWoods of the Kings, under 
the power of the Parliament, by vertue or color 
of the Ordinance of Parliament for felling of 
Woods for the City, without the knowledge, 
conſent, and allowance of the Committee of 
the Kings Revenue: And that whatloeverTum- 
ber,or other Wood is already felled and cut in 
any of theſe places, That none of it ſhalbe car- 
ried away, without the content and allowance 
of the ſaidCommittee.And that thoſe who have 
felled any Trees, or received or bought any of 
the Trees in any of the Forreſts, Parkes, or 
Woods, be brought to an accompt by the 
Committee of the Revenue.
